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= being of the Lord L ordered, that a publick diſpute was 
appointed betwixt Thomas Dance Prieſt in Sandwich 
in Kent, and thoſe called Quakers, which was upon the 
twelfth and thirteenth daies of the ; even moneth,in which 
many weighty things,concerning Religion was diſcourſed of; 
in which it was firſt-proved by us according to the Scripture, 
that Chriſt Jeſus the true light, hath enlightened every one 
that commeth into-the-World; John, 1-9. and John, 12, 
and another weighty matter, concerning Religion, diſcourſed 
wpon was, the righteouſneſſe by which man 3s juſtified be- 
ore God, which by us was witneſſed and proved, to be oxely 
- by the 1righteonſutſs that was in Chriſt Jeſics, being alſo 
made manifeſt in'us, the everlaſting righteouſneſs, being 
brought in,according to Dan. 9. 24. again upon the tenth 
day. the diſcourſe was, whether the Scriptures were the 
word of God; the Anſwer was, that the Scriptures were 
writings, and the writings was not the word, but the- thing 
written of was the word of God: unto which the Prieſts 
alſo conſented Another thing was concerning the call to the 
Miniſtry, whether theirs or ours was according to the Apo. 
ftles, and according to the Scriptures, the heads of both 
which calls, is declared as followeth, that all people may 
Judge according to their meaſureof. the gift of Chriſt, whe- 
they of 'them is according to Scripture Teſtimony. 
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A Call to the Minſtery according to the Scriptures , 
held forth in theſe few words following 5 Contrary 
to that Call which is of man, and by man. 


Hat by which the Apoſtles were called into the work 
of the Miniſtry , having gifts differing according 
to the meaſure of the manifeſtation of Chriſt, by 
the ſame am Icalled : which is alſo according to 
the Scriptures, as Eph, 4. Unto every one of us is 

given grace according to the meaſure of the gifts of Chriſt, by 
which gift according to the meaſure of. it, were they made ; 
Some Apoſtles, ſome Prophets, ſome Evangeliſts , ſome Paſtors and 
Teachers, 8c, And this was by the Power, Vertue and Opera» 
tion of the gift of Chriſt in them: and as then, ſo now; for 
there is not another way to be called into the Miniſtery by,nei- 
ther doth any profit the people at aHl , but they who miniſter 
from the power, & moving of that gift which they have receis 
ved from the Father,by Jeſus Chriſt;by which gift was I called 
out of the World, and ſeparated for the work of the Goſpel; 
by which gift I ſaw that which had corrupted the earth,% by it 
was moved,to miniſter againſt it; which gift is that,which hath 
the power in it, both to convince & convert unto God, accords 
ing as the Apoſtle Peter (who was unlearned in the Letter) wa 

madea Miniſter by the gift of the Spirit of Chriſt; and faith, 
I Pet.4 10. As every one bath receivel the gift, even ſo let him miniſter 
the ſame one to an2ther, as good jtewards of the manifold Grace of God; 
(And) If any man ſpeak, let him ſpeak as the Oracle of God, (and) 
if a#y men Miniſter, let him do.ity as of the ability which God giveth , 
that God in all things may.be glorified. So that that Miniſtery by 
which Godis glorified and people converted, is that, which 
proceeds front the operation and power of his own gifts in 

them; which is that Miniſtery which perfe&eth - the Saints, 

edifies the body of Chriſt ;\, Brings into tbe unity of the Faith, unto 


the kaowledge of the Son of God, and unto a perfect man , aud unto the 
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E/ meaſure of the ature of the fulneſs of Chrif?, But they which gather 

* Scriptures together in their earthly wiſdom, and from that 
which they have gathered, miniſter unto others; this miniſtery 
doth not perfe& the Saints, nor edife the body of Chriſt, nor 
bring to he unity of the Faith (bur into firife and divitions) 
not to the knowledge of the Son of God, bur leads fron his 
knowledge; not unto a perfect man , but pleads againſt Per- 
fetion; not into- the mealure of the ſtature of the fulnets of 
Chriſt; (no) not unto the meaſure of the leaſt Saint, ſo that 
Miniltery is: to- be'cealed from, which procteds not. from the 
meaſure of the Fathers gift; & that on»:y continued untothe 
endof the World which his gifc calleth into, and carrieth on 
in; Sol, by the mealureof his free Spirit, beingcalledand 
made a Miniſter of it nato others: (49 »f the Lerter , but of the 
Spirit!) ini which in all ages the true Miniſtery ſtood 3 having 
mot received 'it of man, neuther was I taught it, but by the revelation 
a1 munifeRation of the life of Chrift inme. Which Spirit in me ac- 
cording to its meaſure is as true andas infallible as it was in 
them, which by it were made Apoſtles, Evangelifts, Prophets 
and Teachers formerly , being the ſame iu power, vertue and 
operation as it was, as able to reveal and make manifeſt, to 
teach, edifie and-perfett as it was, and to beget people out of 
the World into the Covenant of Light and Lifez and all who 
are Miniſters of Chriſt, for the gathering of his ſeed from the 
ends of the earth, into the Kingdom of his dear Son, muſt 
from the ſame Spirit witnels their Call and ſeparation to that 
work; and all other calls, are falſe, and their miniſtery profits 
not, which.doth not fingly proceed from the meaſure of that 
gift: but all, who do abide in the meaſure of his gift, and 
fromit miniſter, by it, they are manifeſt to be of God; and in 
that Miniſtery they commend themſelves unto every mans 
Conſciencein the fight of God, and this 1s the calling and Mi= 
niſtery, in which as every on2 abide, they glorifie God, And 
this is'the Miniſtery 'of reconciliatton,, 'which was committed 
unto+the Apoſtles, and is unto his Miniſters now; by the 
power of which, the Devils works comes to be deſtroyed, and, 
then all things reconciled in one , things in heaven and things 11 earth of 
bur that miniſtery which-iggreceived fram man and taught by* 5, 

man, never. reconciles any thing unto God , but doth pl $f ; 
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from che meaſure of the gitt of God, brings every one to 
know the truth in their own particular 3 which truth as they 
abide in it, lets them free from fin,'and this Mmiſtery hath the 
powerin it,inall them that have received it, to ſave them that 
reach it, and them that hearitandobey it; and no other 
Miniſtery doth profit the people at all, but that which from the 
gifrof God is miniſtred; ſo that this Call and Mniſtery here 
declared, isone with, and according tothe Apoſtles, and the 
Scriptures.

The Heads of Prieſt Daxce, his Profeſſed Call to the 
Miniſtery, as followeth. 


Pr. If T ſhould ſpeak nox=ſence (as others do) then 1 might 
ſay, that I am made a Miniſter by the meaſure of the gift of Grace, aud 
then I ſheuld be accounted a Miniſter, as well as they, &c, 

But I ds not pretend unto any infallibility in my Miniftery , but as 
theſe At. 6. 6. Which when the Apoſtles had prayed, laid their hands 
upon them; although (faith he) that laying on of hands, is not of 
ſuch neceſſity , but that a man may be a Miniſter without it ; and as 
Timethy , although he had ſome extraordinary gifts , yet he was not 
infallible, 1 Tim.4. 14. And (ſaith he) I deſire the office of a Biſhop 3 
which he that deſireth , defireth a good work, according to 1 Tim.3, x. 
And as for his qualificaticns they are ſuch as whereby he might bave ad- 
vantaged himſelf, more abundantly in the World, as to outward means n 
and might have been cloathed in ſcarlet,&.c. But did rather chuſe, and 
imcline bimſelf, to be « Minijter; of the Goſpel, and that the outward 
means, was nit his end in chuſing to be a Miniſter 3 but if that he could 
be ſatisfied, or ſee that there 4i4 not want Labourers in the Lords wor ? 
be could freely leuve off ,&c. And further, he ſaid, That God had mad: 
bis preaching; effectual for the converting of many , and that there were 

many, though not in that place, yet ſome-in that place, of whom he could 
"ſay, as the Apoſtles ſai4, that they wege the ſeal of bis Miniftery, ec, 

. Theſe being the Heads of the Prieylars. 
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ObjeCions againſt this Call. 


Hereas thou ſaieſt , That it is no=ſence to ſay that a man is 
made a Miniſter by the gift of Grace. 

Anſw. Then the Apoſtles ſpoke non-ſence , when they wit- 
neſſed forth their Call to the Miniſtery ; for to every one of 
them was given Grace, according tothe meaſure of the gifr of 
Chriſt, from which Grace they did Miniſter , Eph. 4 Bur 
the Apoſtles ſpoke ſenſible truth ; therefore heſthat contradits 
it !{peaks; non-ſence and ignorance , as will further appear 
un ſaying, that he prerends unto no intallibility in his Miniftry, 

anſw. Then he pretends to nothing of the Spirit of God; 
much leſs, to be a Miniſter of the Spirit, as Pay/ was, 2 Cor,3.6, 
For every meaſure of the Spirit is infallible , or undeceive- 
ablez but that which is fallible is deceiveable, and whoſoe- 
ver is taught by that Spirit, 1s deceived 3 and Thomas Dance 

retends to have noother Spirit, but that which is deceivea- 
ble and fallible, ſo that it is time to turn away from ſuch, 

Again, he chargeth Timthy , that he was not infallible , 
which isa falſe charge; for wherein was he fallible , or de- 
ceiveable , but he was ſo infallible, that he not neglef&ing the 

ifr of God that was in him, he by it, was ableto ſave himſelf, 
and thoſe that heard him, 1 Tim 4. 16. And he Miniſtred from 
thegifrof God in him , which he had received by Prophelie 
and ſo not from a fallible ſpirit, but from rhe infallible; and 
ſo is accuſed falſly by T.'Dante: 

Again , Tho. Dance ſaith , That he deſireth the Office of a Bi-

" Ns, But conſider what ſuch a one muſt be {which is) 
blameleſs, vigilant, ſober , not rade and (cornful; but of 
ood behaviour, apt to teach , not apttolaugh and jear, and 
cauſe the people tobe light and vain, muſt he xot be given to wine, 
#0 ftriker , not greedy of filthy lucre ; but patient, not a brawlery 
" not covetous (as it doth appear thoſe Prieſts are' guilpy of., 
which have nothing to preach from but the fallibleGpirir, 


which doth alwayes deceive people) but one that rulefb;þis own : - 
bouſe well ,, having his cbildren in ſubjeti04 with all gravity2: for if a* 
man know not how to rule his own houje w.{l, how ſhall he take care of 
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the Cburch of God? bur it is manifeſt that Thomas Dance ruled 
not his own Church,or people well, but rather provoked them 
to wantonneſle, rudeneſle, and laughter, which is madneſle; 
Not a movice , leaſt being lifted up with pride, he fall into the cons 
demnation of the Devil ; but T, D. was ſo lifted up in the pride 
of his heart, that hegave two meanings to one place of Scrip= 
ture, and (o falls into the condemnation of the Devil.

Anſw. What mighteſt thou have been;z A- Lawy-r or Dofor, 
as one of thy brethren ſaid ? which if thou had, by that the 
Nation is deceived, though not in fo high a meaſure, as by 
profeſling the miniſtery, but chatis taken up as the moſt profi- 
table trade,to get means, and live in pride; What if thou hadſt 
been cloathed mn Scarlet, in Velvet, in Purple, or any other 
gorgeous apparel ? and in that apparel which thou art already 
cloathed with, wile thou be condemned, when thou :comes 
to know any meaſure ofthe gift, of the true Miniſtry to be i 
thy guide. | | 

Pr. Again whereas 3 Thou takeſt the people to be a ſeal of thy Mi= 
niſtery. 

A All the people that were in place, and ſome more may ſeal 
x, to be fallible and deceiveable, as thou haſt confeſſed it ro 
bez butthereisnot one that can ſer to their ſeal, that it hath 
brought them toa perfett man; nor tothe knowledge of the 
Son of God, nor tothe meaſure of the ſtature of the fulneſſe of 
\ Chrift and(o it hathnot effeted any of the work of the true 
Miniſtry 3 but when thou comes4o be ſearched narrowly, fil-

Ywould but deny the form of ſound words, and the plain 
Scriprure 3 the firſt was this, That Chrilf exlightened every man 
tbat 15 enlightened or elle Secondly, that be eaightener> ſome in cn 
very Nation : Now let people conlider how that this can be the

Thoſe Scriptures which are not bound up in the 
Bible, was given forth from the ſame Epirte, and by the mo» 
tion of the Holy Ghoſt; and {fo for the ſame ends and uſes 
that the other Scripture was given forth for , and as he ap- 
pointed the one, ſo the other, 

Pr. That the Letter doth antecede , and go before the Spirit in all 
that walked 1m the Spirit, 

Anſw., This is falſe, for the Spirit did antecede the Letter, 
in all that walked in the Spirit , who gave forth the Letter 
from the Spirit. 

Pr. Jha! the works of. Chriſt in ſome reſpeft are not per= 
ell. 
f Anſr. That is fa)ſe, for every gift of God is perfe. and every 
work of Chriſt is perteCt in all his children ; but that ſpiric 
in thee which is tallible makes nothing perfe&, and theretore 
judgeth all things , yea, Chriſt and his works tc be fallible 
and deceiveable, like it ſelf. 

Pr. That the Law requires more firict and exatt obedience then 
the G.ſte!, 

Anſs. Nay , the Law ſaith , Thou ſhalt not commit atultery , 
but the Golpel ſaith, Thor halt not luſt; the Law faith, Thor 
ſhalt n+ kiil, but the Goſpel faith, Thou ſbalt nut be angry; the 


Law ſaith, Thor halt wt jarſwear thy ſelf, butthe Goſpel faith, 


Sweer not at all , Mat.5., And lo the Goſpel rejuires more 
exa& obedience then.the Law, contrary to- this aftirma-- 
tion,

yet be Knew it mot, 

Anſ»,This isa charging of Chriſt with Ignorance, contrary 
unto Job 2.24.45, Which ſaith, That 7ejus 4id not commit himſelf 
un 0them, becauſe he knew all men. an4 needed not that any Nro14 
teiirfie of man , for he kn:w what was in mim; and though 
7ula; by transgreſſion became a Devil ,- and the Devil abode 
not in the truth; Dorh it therefore follo# that he was never 
in the truth ? But Chriſt ſpeaks of him and to himgas well as 
to the reit , thac they had power to caſt out unclean ſpirits, 
Ma'.3c. 1. And that the Spirit of the Father ſpoke in them, 
Mx.1c.20, Sothat there was no difterence, while the Spi= 
rit of the Fatherled him, and ta::ght, till che Devil entered 
mto his heart to betray tha! Lordot Lie; fo that is aFalſe 
charge , to lay , that Chriſt ſent out a Devil to Miniſter the 
Go! pel. 

Pr. That the Spirit of God may accompany a Miniſtery , and the 
Minitter not have the Syarit. 

Anſw. This 1s another dodrine then ever the Prophets or 
Apoſtles preached; for I never read in the Scriptures that 
ever any did Min ſter for God, which had not the Spirir,nor 
that ever any was converted untoGod , by ſuch a Mmiſter 
as had not the Spirit. Therefore provg this affertion tothe 
people,where,or when the Spirit of God did accompany that 
yiniſery , when the Minitter had not the Spirit; fo that 
thou naiſt as well, as thou haſt ſa1&, not pretend unto any 
infallibility (nor unto any ruth in thy Miniſtry | for if thou 
didft, people would (ee that rhou didft pretend unto thar, 
which thou art far from ; ſo that if thou wouldft not pre- 
tend to Miniſter neither, no more then to have the Spirit,it 
were better for thee. 

Pr. That the wer that went forth in the Apoſtles Miniftery, was 
in Gol and nt inthens, but as thty bave it communicated 10 them, by 
tie exerciſe / Fait!. 

Anſr. Here thou haſt confounded thy ſelf; for if they 
had it communicated to them, by their exercile of faith , 
then it was in them; for the exerciſe of Faithis within, in 
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the pure Conſcience, and ſothe power was in them, from 
which they Miniſtred, and they did nor abule their power, 
bur from the power Miniſtred forch their gift as they had re- 
ceived it. 

Themas Rumſay, ſaid, T hat we preach a dofirine of Devils, mn 
ſaying, That men may be free from ſin in this life, 

Anſw., Then the Apoſtle Pau! preached a dofrine of De- 
vils; for he ſaid, Kow. 6. 2. How ſba!l we that are deaa to fin , 
live any longer therein 3 and im the leventh verſe, fairh, He that is 
derd 1s tree from fins and in the eighteenth verle , hefaith to 


the Believers, being then made freefrom lin, Te bec ane the * 


ſervants of Kighteouſreſ> 3 and inthe two and twentieth verſe, 
he again tells them , That now beizg made free from fin , and 
became ſervants to God , you have our tru 5 unto hiltneſs , and the 
end, Everlaſting Lite; and this was ſpoken to the Romans 
while they were in this lite, and it was not a doftrine of De-= 
vils,but the Doftrine of the Gotpel; and Chriſt preached the 
Do&rine of perfection mn this lite, Mat.5, z*.laying, be ye perfect 
as your b ather which is in Heaven is perfe&; and allo ir 18 written, 
Be ye Holy . for I am Helv, 1 Pet 1, 16 And this 1s not a do- 
&rineof Devils, but of Chriſt che Son of God 3 and Px! 
preached [Wiſdmn among thot- thar were perleri,, £ Cor. 2.6, 
and David preached the Doftrme of perfeFion in this life, 
ſaying, Mark the vcr(ect man, and bebold the uv eight, for the end 
of thet man is peace, Plal.37. 37. Now David did not bid them, 
mark ſuch a man as there was not; fo the Dod&rine of per= 
{e(/i, 1s that Do@rine which both the Propi1-ts, Chriſt and 
Apottles preached, and ionorthe dofrine of Devils, if we

preach tne ſame z bur all thofe chat preach up lin , and that 
men muſt live 11 1t, an that chey cannot be free tromit , 
while upon earth, thele are met{engers of Saran, and 
preach rhe doftrine of Devils; and pcoplenceds nor that 
dotrine, for they are willing enoagh co live in un, without 
having - it preached up , and being ftrengchened m1tz and

Teachings, and ſhall not need that one reach another, ſay- 
ing, know theLordz For all ſhall know hin, from the leaft 
to the greateſt, Heb.$. 11. and this (hall all come co wienels, 
that come to be Tranſlated into the King om of the dear Son of God; 
and then ſhall they come to witneſs his Words, which is, the 
Lord from Heaven ; who faith, Be ye perfet?, as your Father which 
is in Heaven is perfect, and be ye Holy, for I am Holy, And this is 
the voice from Heaven. 
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
